TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


Springfield,  August  1 ,  193 4. 

His  Excellency ,  Henry  Horner ,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  an  Act  in  relation  to  the  State  Treasurer  (Sec¬ 
tion  15,  Chapter  130,  Revised  Statutes,  1933),  I  have  the  honor  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  you  herewith  a  full  report  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed 
by  the  State  Treasurer  as  well  as  a  general  account  of  all  the  business  of 
the  office  for  the  fiscal  years  commencing  July  1st,  1932  and  ending 
June  30th,  1934,  viz : 

1.  Statement  of  receipts,  disbursements,  transfers  and  balances 
by  funds  from  July  1,  1932,  to  June  30,  1934. 

2.  Receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  funds  from  July  1,  1932,  to 
June  30,  1934. 

3.  Statement  of  State  Treasurer’s  accounts  with  the  different 
funds,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  treasury  for  each 
month  from  July  1,  1932,  to  June  30,  1934. 

4.  Statement  of  indebtedness  of  the  State  of  Illinois  outstanding 
July  1,  1934. 

5.  Statement  of  gross  receipts  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
from  March  24,  1855,  to  April  30,  1934,  inclusive,  and  amount  paid  into 
State  treasury  on  account  thereof. 

6.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  in  safe¬ 
keeping  for  the  account  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  compliance  with  the 
Securities  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Section  6a. 

7.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  secure 
the  payment  of  inheritance  tax. 

8.  Statement  of  fully  registered  State  of  Illinois  coupon  bonds 
held  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

9.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  account 
State  Teachers’  Pension  and  Retirement  Fund. 

10.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  account 
State  Institution  Teachers’  Pension  and  Retirement  Fund. 

11.  Statement  of  securities  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  by 
life  insurance  companies. 

12.  Statement  of  registered  United  States  government  bonds  held 
in  safe-keeping  by  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  account  of  trustees  of 
various  State  institutions. 

13.  Statement  of  Soldiers’  Compensation  Bonds  and  Warrants  held 
by  the  State  Treasurer  which  are  uncalled  for. 

Our  advent  into  office  January  9th,  1933,  was  fraught  with  many 
complications  and  difficulties  due  to  the  existence  of  the  financial  and 
economic  depression  that  had  engulfed  the  nation,  culminating  in  the 
decline  of  security  and  real  estate  values  and  a  general  break  down  of 
the  credit  and  banking  structure  of  the  country.  On  March  3rd,  1933, 
you,  as  Governor  of  Illinois,  declared  a  banking  holiday  for  the  State, 
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while  President  Roosevelt,  after  his  inauguration  on  March  6th,  de¬ 
clared  a  bank  moratorium  for  the  nation,  which  was  followed  by  neces¬ 
sary  remedial  legislation,  enabling  sound  banks  to  reopen,  and  giving 
the  remainder  an  opportunity  for  orderly  liquidation. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  State  Depositary  Law,  funds  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  were  on  deposit  in  State  and  National  banks  through¬ 
out  the  state,  the  closing  of  which  made  it  difficult  to  meet  the  State's 
current  obligations,  but  by  efficient  use  of  available  cash  receipts  the 
affairs  of  the  state  were  carried  on  without  delay  or  default  in  any  of 
its  primary  obligations,  and  by  patient  and  careful  handling,  with  full 
cooperation  of  the  conservators,  receivers  and  officers  of  the  banks  in¬ 
volved,  all  of  the  state  deposits  were  liquidated  without  loss. 

Since  the  banking  business  has  been  restored  and  strengthened, 
state  funds  are  again  secure  and  liquid  and  the  state  is  able  to  continue 
to  meet  its  payrolls,  current  bills  and  other  obligations  promptly.  How¬ 
ever,  due  to  the  liquid  condition  of  the  banks  and  the  lack  of  demand 
for  money,  banks  do  not  now  seek  state  funds.  On  the  contrary,  they 
are  reducing  deposits  in  order  to  avoid  payment  of  interest.  It  was 
only  after  considerable  urging  that  we  were  able  to  persuade  the  banks 
handling  our  large  clearing  and  checking  accounts  to  renew  their  bids 
in  1933  and  to  continue  to  handle  State  funds  and  to  pay  the  State 
interest  on  balances.  Notwithstanding  these  conditions,  interest  earn¬ 
ings  on  state  funds  for  the  biennium  amounted  to  $1,093,766.56,  all  of 
which  was  paid  into  the  general  revenue  fund.  The  low  interest  rates 
of  this  period,  however,  have  enabled  the  state  to  dispose  of  its  tax  anti¬ 
cipation  notes  for  emergency  relief  purposes  on  a  basis  which  would  not 
otherwise  have  been  obtainable. 

When  the  Federal  Banking  Act  of  1933  was  first  introduced,  Sec¬ 
tion  11B  contained  provisions  prohibiting  payment  of  interest  on  de¬ 
mand  deposits  which  prohibition  applied  to  all  State  of  Illinois  funds, 
but  through  your  cooperation  and  the  assistance  of  Illinois  senators  and 
congressmen  we  were  successful  in  having  the  law  amended  to  except 
public  funds  from  the  prohibition,  thus  saving  to  the  state  interest  re¬ 
ceipts  amounting  to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  year. 

By  the  amendment  to  the  State  Finance  Act  (Section  171,  Chapter 
127,  Revised  Statutes  of  1933)  initiated  by  you,  state  revenues  received 
in  the  several  offices  and  departments  of  the  state  government  are  paid 
into  the  state  treasury  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receipt,  avoiding 
abuses  and  loss  of  interest  such  as  resulted  from  the  former  method  of 
handling  state  funds  by  the  several  departments. 

The  change  in  the  State  Finance  Act  and  the  enactment  of  the 
Occupation  Tax  Law  and  the  Beverage  and  Liquor  Laws,  which  have 
done  so  much  to  strengthen  the  fiscal  and  financial  affairs  of  the  state, 
have  required  the  establishment  of  a  clearing  account  in  this  office  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  substantial  increase  in  the  work,  as  has,  also,  the  large 
number  of  state  warrants  due  to  the  expenditure  of  state  funds  for 
emergency  relief  purposes.  Regardless  of  these  increased  duties,  how¬ 
ever,  we  have  operated  on  a  decreased  budget  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  adopted  and  urged  by  you  in  the  .beginning  of  your  adminis¬ 
tration. 
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A  portion  of  the  decrease  in  the  budget  was  due  to  reconstructing 
the  security  vault  in  the  treasurer’s  office  which  gave  the  vault  a  lower 
insurance  rating  and,  at  the  same  time,  enabled  us  to  install  modern 
security  chests  and  equipment,  increasing  efficiency,  control  and  safety 
in  handling,  the  benefits  of  which  will  be  enjoyed  by  the  state  and  suc¬ 
ceeding  treasurers  for  years  to  come. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  members  of  the  Fifty-eighth  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  both  Senate  and  House,  responded  promptly  and  agree¬ 
ably  to  our  request  for  amendments  to  the  State  Depositary  Law  and  to 
the  Illinois  State  Teachers’  Pension  and  Retirement  Fund  Law,  which 
amendments  were  necessary  for  the  proper  handling  of  funds  and  securi¬ 
ties  and  the  safeguarding  and  protection  of  same  in  view  of  the  great 
economic  emergency  and  to  cooperate  with  the  policy  of  the  Federal 
Government  in  enacting  laws  to  meet  the  situation. 

The  State  of  Illinois  has  not  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  either 
principal  or  interest  on  state  bonds  or  other  obligations.  The  motor 
vehicle  and  chauffeur  license  revenues  have  been  more  than  ample  to 
take  care  of  the  interest  and  retirement  of  Highway  Bonds,  and  we 
have  established  the  practice  of  setting  aside  reserves  in  advance  for  the 
payment  of  same.  Also  the  enactment  of  the  Occupation  Tax  Law  as 
a  replacement  tax  for  the  general  property  tax  levy  for  state  purposes 
has  enabled  us  to  set  aside  monthly  sufficient  reserves  to  meet  interest 
and  retirement  of  Waterway  and  Soldiers’  Compensation  Bonds,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  making  monthly  allotments  for  the  payment  of  the  State  School 
Distributive  Fund,  University  of  Illinois  Fund  and  the  Blind  Pension 
Fund  to  the  full  amount  of  the  respective  appropriations  for  these  pur¬ 
poses.  All  of  these  funds  have  been  reduced  and  affected  during  past 
years  by  reason  of  the  delinquency  in  the  payment  of  general  property 
taxes. 

In  my  work  I  have  had  the  help  of  loyal  and  efficient  employees  for 
whose  service  I  am  deeply  appreciative.  May  I  also  express  my  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  I  have  received  from  state 
officers,  their  assistants  and  the  directors  and  heads  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments.  And  to  you  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  wise  counsel  and 
active  assistance  you  have  so  generously  given  me.
